POPULATION, EDUCATION, ETC. 


When Puerto Hico was ceded to the 


United Slates, we took over with it the 
responsibility of providing a government 
for the people of tbe Island ; and the 
problem of how to raise the money for 
Ibis purpose was presented to the Ways 
and Means Committee of the House of 
Representatives. 
After a careful in- 


vestigation of the subject, Ueu. Davis, 
the preaent Military Governor, has esti- 
mated that tbe expenditures for the next 
tiacal year, to administer the affairs of 
the Island, will aggregate .$l,!)la,67S.71. 
Of this amount he proposes to use ^3i>o,- 
Ouo for the construction of achool-housea 
and in the establishment of schools, aud 
4300.000 for the the conuti action and 
improvement of highways. The balance 
is to be used in defraying the expenses of 
civil government. 


To start Puerto liico on the way to 


progress is not an easy matter, and will 
involve the outlay of considerable money. 
While the soil is rich and productive, 
the people on the whole are ivjt prosper- 
ous. 
The 
total 
population, at the 


present time is estimated at 
l,(tuo,iiij(i 


souls—0:20,000 whites,,'JOO.oofl mulaltofs, 
and SO.000 full-blooded negroes. As the 
superficial area of the Island ia estimated 
at 3,150 to 3.SUO square miles, Puerto 
Kico is clearly one of the most densely 
populated portions of the globe. One- 
third of the population is made up of 
paupers, and the great majority of the 
people are dependent upon their daily 
wages for support. The wages of the 
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Hundreds of thousands

Yabucoa was made a heap of ruins; the 
old port and town of Arroyo were 
practically destroyed; and great dam- 
age was done at Ponce. The coffee and 
cane crops were greatly damaged, and 
in some ports of the island entirely 
ruined. Between 2,000 and 3,000 per- 
sons lost tneir lives, and a great deal of 
the live stock was destroyed. The great 
damage caused by this hurricane serious- 
ly impaired the ability of the Puerto 
Ricans to raise the revenue required to 
defray expenses of the governmeut.either 
by direct taxation or otherwise.—"The 
Puerto Kican Bill," by HON.

TAKING THE CENSUS. 


The Fealure ol il Relating lo Agriculture. 


We take the following from a pam- 


phlet recently sent out by the census 
authorities: 


Three simple schedules have been pre- 


pared and printed ou different colored 
paper in order that they may be readily 
distinguished one from one another. 
One of theru covers ordinary garden 
vegetables, a second covers fruits, and 
the third the great staple field crops. 
Each asks about the units of measure 
mployed and the net price realized, and 
the two more important schedules, those 
for staple Held products and for vege- 
tables, aak for the highest and lowest 
yield of each crop per acre. These 
schedules are being mailed to prominent 
farmers all over the country and in 
many instances returns have already 
been received. 
When the returns have 


been received and tabulated, a scheme 
will be made from them of what is to be 
accepted as correct in each case and 
what is to le probed farther. The only 
aim of the cilice is to get what was 
really the intention of tbe farmer in 
answering the questions. If the pre- 
sumption is strongly against his mean- 


Is what the schedule says, the oflice 


will try to learn by correspondence from 
the Supervisor, or EimrnenUor, or the 
armer himself what the real facts were. 


If the farming public will continue to 


;ooperate with the lieartinem already 
displayed, this effort will result in a 
more trustworthy census of farms than 
:as ever been taken. Farmers, as a 
class, are less able to cooperate than the 
epreseutativea of any other great in- 
lustry. Hence the Uenaua Ollice can do 
more for them than it can for centraized 
ines of business, which can and do make 
heir own investigations, and it will do 
ts best lo present a fall and accurate 
^holograph of Ibis leading occupation. 
The Director of the Census urges every 
ne interested to aid the work.

To restore to the people the sanctity 


of tbe right of election and for honesty 
and puri'.y of the ballot, Hon. John 
Wanamaker suggests, in an address to 
the Business Men's league, a constitu- 
tional convention, to provide tor ballot 
reform in the fundamental law. In part 
he says :

1'hiladelphia are practically disfranchised 
by fraud,

coercion. 


Their respective branches of govern- 
ment, legislative aud exteutiie.are held 
almost entirely by the beneficiaries of 
those crimes, wno are placed tu otlice to 
protect and reward themselves and asso- 
ciates composing the machine iu whose 
behalf, by ctlieial power, they oppiess 
and plundor the people. 


While the Constitution stands uri- 


atnended there can be uo real ballot re- 
form, no genuine registration ot voters, 
uo free and honest elections, no relief 
from the rule of coirupt machines, which 
pollute or defy the ballot boxes aud 
dictate the fnuidulenl majorities t-o be 
returned, 


Specific constitutional amendments in-

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PRESERVE SOIL FERTILITY. 


THE FARMERS CAPITAL IS THE FERTIL- 


ITY OF THE SOIL HE CULTIVATES 


Tbe farmer's capital is the fertility in 


the soil he cultivates 
It 
balf the 


stiength of the vugm soil has been used 
up in tbe pioduclion of ciops, the profit 
to be derived from such land can be but 
half wbat it ought to be, all other condi- 
tions being the same 
Therefore it is as 


itnpoitant 
to preserve the inherent 


stiength of tbe soil as to add to it 
If 


weeds are permitted to grow, some ele 
ments of fertility aie consumed, and if 
the giound is left bare too long some of 
the elements of fertility are losu, as may 
be seen by plowing up a roadway or a 
vard where stock has been kept some 
length of time, until tbe ground has be- 
come hard, it seems to need to lay 
awhile attet plowing in order to produce 
properly 
If the stiength that is in the 


soil when it is tust broken from the sod 
was all caiefully husbanded and used 
only to pioduce crops tbe farmer could 
use, it would probably last a lifetime^ 
but a laige per cent of farms are so 
worked and mismanaged that tbe weeda 
they glow leqmre as muc,h fertility as 
tbe ci ops 
I once saw a piece ol land 


wb'cb was improved veiy parceptiblj by 
plowing under a crop ot g een weeda in 
June 
Of course the weet a while grow- 


ing consumed some fertility, but they 
seemed to lestoie much more to the soil 
trom rotting immediately after plowing 
under than tbey took from the soil while 
growing 
Ibe plowing under of green 


clovei used to be advocated, to restore 
tbe pioducUveneaa ol the soil, now it is 
claimed that clovei restores tbe strength 
to the soil—Ihe nitrogen -while it is 
growing 
Perhaps this is line to some 


extent and yet the rotting of a eiop of 
greeu clover plants ceitamly will engen- 
der a humus aud give life to the soil th it 
would uot be there if tbe gieen crop was 
not plowed under 
Implements used to 


cultivate the coin ciop taac would tuiu 
under and cover up the weeds that are 
plowing would, it seems, add double 
to tbe crop vi/ 
clem the giouad and 


idd some strength to the soil to feed the 
growing plant 
Neuly ill cultivators 


used now aim merely to loosen up the 
soil and tear out tbe weeds, not intend- 
ing to covei them up 
In addition to 


presei\ing th*1 strength of the soil such 
cultivation would also add some mois 
ture to the soil, a much desued element 
m many paits of tbe west 
My plan 


\vitb A corn crop baa been if the ground 
is to be plowed, to plow it as eaily in the 
spimg as possible, then hairow eveiy 
week 01 ten days until planting time 
This of course leaves the ground fallow 
to' a tune but the fiequent stirring of 
the top soil leaves a oust mulch and 
keepa wearing down any clods that may 
be thrown up by the plow, so the soil is 
resting preparatory to its effort to pro 
duce i crop

giowmg convinces me that atubble prop
